Mr. Palmer's statement that William Z. Foster, rad- 


ical leader of the steel strike last fall was the guiding 
genius in the strike and that its object in reality was a 
formation of "one big union" was expected to influence 
many of the less radical strikers to return. 


-Railroad officials, however, *spent every effort to 


speed the process of breaking trie strike by operating 
their lines with volunteers and loyal employees. Con- 
ditions in the Central and far West were declared to be 
returning steadily to normal and fnarked increases in 
Both^reight and passenger service <were reported in the 
East.

The first sign of willingness on the part of the East- 


ern strikers to negotiate came last night when Edward 
McHugh, chairman of the strike commission, sent a mes- 
sage to the railroad labor board stating that the men 
would welcome an opportunity to lay their grievances 
before the board. 


This hope, however, was dimmed by the assertion 


that the men would not return to work pending a hear- 
ing. The act under which the board functions provide/ 
that no consideration t,hall be given to claims of men 
actually on strike.
